which Catechiſine, there hath alſo great labour and 
diligence been beſtowed about the purity of the La- 
tine toung, that ſuch as were ſtudyous of that Lan- 
Fushi ſpecyally the youth, ) might at once with one 
abor, learne the truth of religion, and the pureneſſe 
of the Latine toung together. That Catechiſme 
haue thought good to tranſlate into Engliſh,as well

for the vſe of ſuch as vnderſtand no Latine at all, as 
alſo for their commoditie, who hauing a litle fightin 
that language, deſire ſome more perfection therein. 
For which cauſe I haue not vſed that lybertie in ren- 
dcring the ſence at large, which the order of ttãſlatiõ 
doth permitte vnto mee, but haue willinglye for the 
benefite of the meaner learned, tyed my ſelfe verye 
much to obſeruing of the wordes themſelues, but ſo 
yet, that I had alway regard to the naturall property 
and eaſineſſe of our natiue tounge. 

This booke as it will be profitable to ſuch as doe 
vnderſtand Englyſhe onely, ſo will it bringe double 
— to thoſe, who being ſomewhat (kylled in the 

tin tongue, and deſiring more ſkil, wil compare the 

Latine booke with the Engliſhe, whereby they may 
at once learne as I ſayd, the truth of Religion, and the 
puritie of the Latin — And leaſt the reader deſi- 
rous to compare any the partes or ſentences of the 
Latine and Engliſhe bookes , might bee hindered, I 
haue procured that the Engliſh printe anſwereth the 
Latine, page for page throughout the wholl bookes, 
ſo that any ſentence may at the hiſt eaſely be founde, 
in both the bookes. Thys exerciſe in my opinion, is 
moſt meete for the vſe of ſuch eccleſiaſticall miniſters 
and ſtudyous youthe, as haue not yet the perfecte 

knowledge either of Relygion or of the Latin ſpech. 

Who by experyence may finde (as I thinke, ) more 
profit hereby, then they would ſuppoſe vpon the firſt 

vew.Nether is this conference of tranſlations, by thẽ 

who be very well learned, indged vnprofitable for 
ſuch as are competently learned. 

The booke hach alſo one further vſe of very good 
exercyſe, for thoſe that deſire ro ſee more at large, 
how rhe doctrine herein taught, is confirmed by the

ow eche thinge here affirmed is there well contir- 

med, and how the doctrine here delyuered, is not 
oncly in all partes fullye approued by Gods holye 
worde, but alſo for the moſte part vttered in the very 
wordes of the text, ſo farre as may be with reſpect ot 
pureneſſe of the Latin (or By which meane they 
ſhall alſo be occaſioned to be better acquainted with 
the ſcriptures themſelues, and with this true and na- 
turall vnderſtanding of them. And therein be it re. 
membred that the laſte numbers in the quotations 
ſhewing the diuiſions within the chapyters, are ga- 
thered according to the great Bible laſt printed. This 
exerciſe who ſo ſhall aſſay, ſhal finde it of merueilous 
great profit, both for conceiuinge truth to the ſatiſty- 
ing of cõſcience, and for delyuering truth to the dyſ- 
charge of duety. 

It may perhappes bee marueyled of ſome, why 
through out the booke, as well in the Latin, as in this 
tranſlated, the Maſter aſłeth, the Scholar anſwereth, 
and euer the declaration of the matter is put in the 
ſcholars mouth, ſo as ſome may muſe why the ſcho- 
lar may ſeem to be made wyſer then the maſter. This 
obiectiõ hath eaſy anſwere, & ſuch anſwere as it hath 
I thought meet to diſcloſe. It may not bee thought 
that the maſter here enquyreth of the ſcholar, as de- 
ſirous to learne of hym, nor that the Scholar enfor. 
meth the maſter as preſuming to teach hym. But the 
maſter oppoſeth the ſcholar to ſee how he hath pro- 


fitediand the ſcholar rendereth tp the maſter to geue 
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accompte of his memory and diligence. And that it 
may appere that this order of oppoſing by the may- 
ſter and rendering by the ſcoler, for good reaſon 
might ſeme to the author more conuenient then the 
other forme which ſome other writers of Catechiſ- 
mes haue vſed, that is, of inquiring by the Scholar, 
and teachyng by the maiſter, (without preiudice al- 
way of condemning the other,) it may be remembe- 
red, chat the end and purpoſe of Catechiſme, is in 
good and naturall order, fitly applyed to ſerue the 
good vſe of Confirmation by the Biſhoppe, at which 
time the Byſhop which confirmeth, doth not teach, 
but examine, and in hys whole maner of oppoſing, 
vſeth ſuch a forme as here inlyke ſort the Catechame. 
nus, or child is prepared vnto. Which is alſo not done 
without example, for the ſame maner is in the ſhort 
Catechifme, now vſed in the Chirch of England at 
Confirmation. 

Nou lurely, there are no greater meanes of a- 
vauncing true Religyon, and rooting out of errours, 
thin theſe two, that is to ſay, Catechiſme , or good 
inſtruction of youth, and good information of eccle- 
ſiaſticall miniſters, in ſound truth & the prou:s there- 
of, howſocuer perhappes they may lacke ſome full 
furniture of other learninges . And therwith for my 
part, I haue long thought it a much better way, to- 
ward remouing of hereſies, & ſnperſtitions ( where- 
of Rome hath brought vs & left vs plentye ) to deale 
firſt with playn ſetting out of truth, as not in contros 
uerſie, vithout dealyng at the beginning wyth the 
ſtrife of confutation. For ſo both diſcretion and cha- 

rity in the teacher is eaſlyer kept, and truth once be- 
ing ſettled, error will fall of it ſelfe, ſo that hee which
